PRAISES FACULTY 


In refusing the Municipal Uni- 
versity accreditance the North 
Central ‘Association based its ac- 
tion largely on the report on the 
institution made by Dean BD. B. 
Stouffer of Kansas University, who 
was in Omaha, February 16, 

Dean Stouffer would not recom- 
mend the accreditance of Munici- 
pal University because of an in- 
adequate building and the lack of 
sufficient classes reserved for ju- 
niors and seniors. 


Recognize Good Points 

The report praised the faculty, 
administration, and the library and 
declared that “no harm would re- 
sult if the Association would rec- 
ognize the good points of the Uni- 
versity as ‘overbalancing the de- 
ficiencles in the plant:” 

The faculty was characterized 
as “not only well trained but they

A cheering note in the associa- 
tion’s report is found in the fact 
that the reasons for. refusal have 
been narrowed down to two—an 
inadequate physical plant and the 
lack of a sufficient number of 
classes for upperclassmen. 

Being deénied accreditment - is 
not a death blow to the univer- 
sity,. though it is somewhat of a 
disappointment. Being accredited 
py the Association would enhance 
the University’s ‘prestige and also 
make it somewhat easier for stu- 
dents transferring to other univer- 
sities, Outside of this.there is'no 
great advantage in belonging to 

--She.. Association. ; gassed 

The University’s, importance ‘to 
the city of Omaha is not dimmed 
in the least by the. action of this 
important body. .Munic{pal univer- 
sity will continue to .render the 
same efficlent service it has in 
the past. Just as much knowledge 
will continue to-be placed at the 
students’ disposal as in the. past. 
After all, this: is a university's 
chief reason for existence." — 

The administration has accom- 
plished wonders in improving the 
University in the past two years. 
The faculty has been strength- 
ened, new courses of study added, 
and a new curriculum. will be put 
into effect next fall. The latter 
reform will provide an increase 
in classes for juniors and sentors 
and will thus do away with one 
of the. two objections to accredit- 
ment. 

The second objection cited by 
the Association—Iinadequate bulld- 
ings—will not be remedied for 
the time being, as the deprossion 
has strangled any attempt to in- 
stitute a building program. 

Though tho building. program 
has been delayed, Municipal uni- 
versity students can, at least, com- 
fort themselves with the thought 
that plant expansion has only 
been postponed, ‘and that within 
a fow years the University will be 
housed in buildings worthy of the 
inatitutlos.
